GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 
(Daily Press, 19th January.) 


It is by. no means easy to comprehend the 
very curious attitu-le at all times taken up 
by Germany with regard to Russia. That 
Germany should desire to be on good terms 
with her neighbour, and refrain from any 
act that might border on provocation, is not 
ouly natural, but in the general interests of 
Kurope highly commendable. That Germany 
should continue to maintain her traditional 
policy of abetting Russia in gvery scheme 
of national aggrandiseiment, careless of thé 
best interests of her closest neighbours, is 
not only beneath her dignity, but in the 
long run certain to turn out suicidal, After 
a good deal of hesitation she at last con- 
sented to patch up a renewal of the old 
Triple Alliance with Austria and Italy, to 
support them in the case of an attempt on 
the part of Ruesia in conjunction with 
France to commit any unprovoked aggres- 
sion. The alliance did not raise any 
sanguine hopes on the part of either, nor, 
it may be remembered of any of the other 
Powers in Europe. Germany had paraded 
somewhat ostentatiously, it may he noted, 
when making the former alliance, the dis- 
interested character of her motives, and 
professed to be hurt that england did not 
throw in her lot with the others. England 
had consistently he'd that while she was to 
be depended on in the case of any aggression 
it was cottrary to her well understood 
traditions to tie herself ta an allinuce which 
would affect her freedom of action; and 
pointed out that her own interests were 
strunger than auy alliance could possibly 
be. The course of events showed how wise 
was the resolution. Germany, then under 
the guidance of Prince Bismarck, while 
entering int» an alliance with Austria to 
guard her in all events against Russia, had 
at the identical time a secret understanding 
with Russia lor the partition of her ally. _ 

The present case is not dissimilar. Russia 
in the ‘Treaty of -Berlin gave certain engage* 
ments to the other Powers of Europe, one 
of the principal,of which was that she 
renouuced the rizht of passing through the 
Bosphorus with her men-of-war. Of lute 
years this stipulation has been becoming 
irksome, and Russia has been secking by 
various intrigues with the present Sultan

The subject of Chinese immigration is nt 
the present day one of much interest iu 
many widely separated parts of the world. 
The general tendency among governments 
of European origin seems now to be in 
favour of checking such immigration entirely 
or of reduciig it within the most narrow 
limits possible. In a certain number of 
British colonies, however, the influx of 
Chinese is not only not restricted but is 
even: very perk encouraged. In some 
German and French possessions, too, efforts 
are leing made to induce the Chinese 
Inbourer to settle temporarily at least. The 
arguinents for and against the Chinese 
immigrant have bsen repented perhaps ad 
auseam, but it will generally be found 
that, except in cases where he ig discussing

REFORM IN. CHINA. |: : 


(Daily Prese, 22nd January.) , 
The chaotic state in which the “Reform _ 
movement in China is now is well illustrated 


| by certain items of news which havd been 


published within the last few days.’ We. 
are not referring, we should perhaps say, 
to any actions of the,Reform Party, aa it is 
styled, but to the attitude of the Imperial 
Court at Peking toward the various pues 
tions which may be grouped together under 
the name of reforms. We have just learned 
that the Court contemplates making com- - 
pulsory the wearing of European dréss at 
state ceremonies. We havé also learned 
from a telegram appearing in our junior 
evening contemporary that the demolition 
of the Temple of Heaven railway station at 


Peking has been decreed ond that thé raile - 


are being removed. Thus almost at the 
same moment we find the Chinese authori- 
ties proposing to introduce an unnecessary 
and unsuitable imitation of Western customs 
and taking the earliest opportunity of doing 
away with an undoubted benofit conferred 
on Poking as a result of the Allied oceupa- 
tion in 1900. We only mention these two 
instances of the Chinese official attitude at 
the moment, but our readers will no doubt 
be able to add many others, Now it is 
impossible to regard even such mall 
matters as devoid of significance. On the 
contrary, it is from such that we are justified. 
in soalading that any hopes of China being 
put on the path of true progress by her 
present rulers is absolutely hopeless, A 
few trivial conformities to Western customs, 
not in themselves of any advantage to 
China, we see and shall doubtless coutinue 
tn see increasingly as time goes on. But 
the feelings of the governing clique toward 
genuine reforins, which will affect the lives 
of the Chinese people for good, ate. ag* 
hostile as ever they were before the flight ¢ 
from Peking. We have seen none of the 
anticipated blessings which were to sprig 
from the return of the Court from 
Kaifeng-fu, with the Emperor restored 
to lis proper position, as we were told 
he would be.

SHANGHAI AND ITS GOVERN- 
MENT.

(Daily Press, 24th January.) 
Shanghai appears to have been rather 


amused by the sugges'ion made recently -by | 


Mr. Pouttney Bicerow that the “ Model 
Settiement." should be turned into a re- 
public and allowed to rule itself, unaided 
from outside, while taking inside its 
boundaries a certain portion of adjacent 
Chinese territory. One critic unkindly 
remarks that this is a véry appropriate 
suggestion for a globe-trotter to make, 
while others amuse themselves with imagin- 
ing some of the possible consequences of 
the. adoption of Mr. Brertow's scheme. 
But we can hardly think that the American 
author voyager meant himself to be taken 
seriously wheu le made his proposal at. 
Munich, for ie has actually visited Shang. 
hai and carnet but have seen lew in go 
many different. ways our Northern neigh- 
hour can pride itself ou rising superior to 
the intrigues of an independent state. The 
Shanghai papers last week commented with 
salisfiction, aud we think reasonably so, on 
the unanimous election of nine gentlemen 
to the Municipal Council. Asa writer in the 
Mercury points out, some timeagoan attempt 
was made to introduce Western mcthods of 
electioneertng into Shanghai, but without 
success. Inthe case of uncontested elections 
there may be une of two causes at work; 
either the honour is not sought after and 
the public does not care, or else there isa 
general consensus of opinion as to the 
suitability of certain persons to fill the 
vacaneies. An abortive Sanitary Board 
election which once occurred in Ilongkong 
was an example of the former alternative ; 
it seems generally admitted that the Muni- 
cipal election at Shanghai was an instance 
of the latter. We hear fiom time to time 
of abuses even in Shanghai. There was 
the triction last venr between the Consuls 
and the Municipality over the question of 
police court jurisdiction. The Settlement 
was helpless in the matter of the evacuation 
of the port by the foreign garrison. But 
such troubles are very small in comparison 
with the substantial blessings which Shang- 
hai enjeys through its almost unique position 
in, the world. Of this fact Shanghai 
residents are well aware, and we should be 
surprised to hear a single vuice raised in 
the Settlement in favour of Mr. Pouttney 
BiaEtow's suggestion. However, as we 
‘have intimated, we suspect that the gentle- 
man was jesticg, as he appears to do on 
occasions other than when writing on the 
ports of the Far East.

Court for twelve months. It was, therefore, 
quite as much a matter of congratulation to 
the College as to Mr. Jones,/when in’ October 
last the news of his permanent transfer to be 
Deputy Registrar as from /7th June, 1901 
reached the Colony. No surprise can be excited 

_ ‘at the decision of the Secretary of State that 
in the future educational officers are not to hold 
acting appointments in other departments. I 
venture, however, to express, a hope that this 
does nof mean an absolute negation of the possi- 
bility of permanent transfer elsewhere. The 
experience of the Governmgnt in the cases of 
Messrs. Arthur, Jones, and Woodcock wonld 
appear to justify the conclusion that assistant 
masters are capable of performing excellent 
service elsewhere ; and I maintain that the effect 
of such transfer on Queen's College is a 
salutary one; there being the stimulus to 
exertion with a view to the recognition of the 
Government and the infusion of new blood into 
the English staff from time to time. 

5. Once again we have at last ten English 
masters. Mr, ‘Lanner has been promoted to the 
senior grade. To fill the three vacaucies 
amongst the Junior Assistant Masters, Mr. 
Hird’ was: appointed in October, Mr. Crook 
arrived a.few days ago, and/Mr. Hollis is shortly 
expected. In addition to being University men 

of marked caréera (Cixford jand ;Dublia respec: 
tively), Messrs. Bird and |Crook have had the 
advantage of practical experience as school- 
masters, and will doubtless prove valuable 
acquisitions. Mr. Dealy, jlast May, went on 
leave for the second tims in nineteen years’ 
service. 

6. The report of the Education Committee 
recommends the appointment of an eleventh 
English master, which appears necessary, there 
being now 200 more boys daily receiving instruc. 

‘tion than when ten English masters ' were 
deemed necessary. 


7, Mr. James Cheong, graduate of Melbourne 
University, who for more than threa years did 
excellent and successful work as acting English 
assistant master, resigned jat the end of August 
last, on proceeding to Oxford. In April, Mr. 
Woig Ming, ord Chinese assistant, was loaned 
to the Magistracy for|twelve months. tn 
October, Mr. Un Kam Wa, 4th Chinese 
Assistant, an useful aud energetic master, 
resigned to act as interpreter and transla- 
tor to a local legal firm. [The restitution of the 
full complement on thp English staff will 

zminate the excessive strain thrown, during 
the las. few years, on fthe Chinese staff by 
temporary promotions and appointments: -{ 
ca not, however, withhold from these young 


well-deserved meed of prpise for their cheerful 
energy in the discharge of their difficult duties. 

8, ‘Lhe desire of the Government to promote 
and encourage greater attention to the study of 
Chinese amongst natives|and English alike has 
not been -withont' its effect-on this College.

19. The good results at the half-yearly exami- 
nation (a practice instituted by myself in 1832) 
led me to anticipate satisfactory improvement 
at the close of the year, and I fo-] justified in 
saying that I have not bean disappointed. 

11, Messrs. Ross and Kitto, appointed inde- 
pendent examiners of the Upper School, make 
a separate report. I would beg leave, on behalf 
of masters and boys, to express our sense of. 
the kindness and consideration shown by the 
exuminers. 

12. The examination of the Lower and 
Preparatory Schools was condacted by myself 
under Standing Orders from the G verning 
Bly. The whole tone of the examination is 
bigher than that of the previous year, the im- 
provement being chiefly attributable to greater 
regularity in attendancsa as reportedabove. With 
the exception of the grammar paper in the three 
sections of Class IV, there was absolutely none 
of the provoking practice: of inserting silly or 
irrelevant information. No further comment 
upon the summary below is needed than 
the statement that the Lower School has 
distinguished itself by marked general improve- 
ment; and the Preparatory School, taught by 
acting pupil teachers under the charge of a 
senior pupil teacher, has maintained its usual 
‘high level,

13. Observations on individual subjects :— 

Reading.—Though few failures occurred, it 
was rata to be able to assign marks higher than 
SO per cent. I make a point of treating most 
severely the mispronuneiation of common words 

‘Conversation.—Asg usu], the percentage of 
passes is low, I applied a slightly higher 
standard of intelligence. 

Dictation.— Very goo], especially the writing. 

Artthemetic.—A very marked improvement 
on the results ef recent years. A large number 
cf bays sucvessfully selved the usual sort of 
problems. The work was neat and less crowded 
into out-of-the-way corners. . ; 

Grammar.—Very satisfactory, with the excep- 
tion: of one class. The masters of the three 
sections of Class IV admitted the questions to 
ba fair, if not actually easy; yet the fact 
remains thit the great bulk of the boys failed 
to get 50 per cnt. marks. Kuoowing from 
personal observation that these masters taught 
this subject very carefully, I can only conclude 
thet they had b-en paying more par-icular 
attention to other details. 

Geography.—Good, I expected that more 
boys would-have been acquaiuted in Class IV 
with the draining operations of the Empsaror 
1 u, and in Class V with the diurnal and anaousl 
motions of the earth. 

Map-drawing fron Memory. — Excellent. 
The maps of Hongkong, Africa, and the 1¢ 
Provinces of China, that obtained over 80 
per cent, marks, were wonderful specimens 
of handiwork and feats of memory. 

Composition.—Very good indeed. The em- 
ployment of ruitable phrases, not dictated by 
me, was very saccessfu aud praiseworthy. 

Chinese to English._—Satisfactory. More boys 
made laudable attempts to translate the unseen 
piece that formed the fifth question in each paper. 

English to Chinese —This sabject was, a8 
usual, marked by the secopd master (Mr. A. J. 
May). who found himsslf able to award a very, 
large proportion of high marks.

The 
Chinese have already discovered a picturesque 
explanation of the disaster : according to native 
accounts a great turtle struck the place suddenly.

THE LOCAL LEKIN QUZ8TION. 

General Wong, who undertook last year to 
collect lekin locally, has not succeeded in the 
scheme he had in view. Previously to his 
coming here, the native merchants,’ to avoid 
being burdened with any excessive lekin tax, 
the sey of which woul-t entail so mich rai. 
tape and “sqa eze,” decided to remit, through 

the representative guild, a sum of $50,000 as 
au annual contribution to the lekin for the 
provincial Government at Canon. Generrl 
Wong, howerer, thought that a greater amoant 
than $50,000 could ‘be collected here, and 
accordingly msde proposals to the Canton 
authorities to double the contribution of 
the local native merchants. Finding all 
opposition useless, the latter body ecquicsced 
exacti:n demanded of then.

This shows precisely how tle Japanese idea of 
education differs from ours, or at least from 
what we regard as ours. For IL must insist ion 
the fact that, though the Japanese believe they 
are copying us perfectly —with the exception of 
a few us-less formalities such as cbhurch-going, 
religious instruction, &e.—the picture they 
present to our eyes is that of a profoundly 
materia istic people, as different from us 4s 
can bg imagined. lu short, we tind ourselves 
in the position of an Irish friend of 
mine who was perfectly convinced that his 
kngl'sh pronunciation was free“ from the 
slightest trace of the brogne until ene of his 
Japanese pupils once usked him, in the serious 
and most respeciful manner common to all 
Japaneze students, what he meant Ly the word 
“ foight.” 

We bope that «ur system of education is 
calculated to make cf our beys something | 
higher than mere money-making masiines; but 
the average Jupanere seems convinced that our 
real aim is te teach our boys to make money. 
It isamazing sometimes to watch the na/vete 
with which they proceed to follow our example. 
Smiles’s Self-Help and almost all books of the 
same (ype that have appeared since in English, 
are put into the hands of their children 
at early age; the reading books- used 
in school are full of eucouragements to go 
forth and make meney; the contiuual advice 
of the teachers is to become rich. In 
many places cLildren who have now prizes at 
school have been presented with pass-books iu 
the local Pest-Office Savings Bank containing 
a few sen to their credit, the object 
being- to cultivate the saving habit: aud 
again and again Japanese newspapers hive 
announced trinmphantly that in such-and- 
such a. village the school children have between 
them no less than co many yen (generally about 
three thousand), so many sen, and so many rin 
in the local Post-Office t avings Bank, 

Mr. Balfour once said, I thick, that Cobden 
looked fo:ward to a bsgmau's millenium, and 
certainly the Japanese seem unable to conceive 
of any other. When Count Matsukata 
returned frm Europe recently he declared 
that the whole strength and power of Europe 
was built on the saving habits of the average 
European; and so impressed was he by this 
discovery that he fortwith drew up a new schewe 
for coaxing bis own countrymen—naturally 
anything but thrifty—to acquire habits of 
thrift.

the rise of any modern school of Jitera.ure; 
drama, or mosic in this couutry. Instead of a 
Milton or Tennyson, we have a Mr. Tagncbi 
writing an epic poem on “Commeice,’ I for- 
get in how many books. Even when leading 
papers get up literary competitionsthe literary 
element is conspicucus by its absence. For 
instance the Yomiuri, the Yorosu and the Osuka 
Aeahi each opened a poetic competition toward 
the end of last year. What do you think the 
subjects wereP “Japauese Eapansion,” 
““Succers in Life,” and “ Osaka “—Osaku 
being, it should be stated, fond-y called by the 
Japunes:, “ the Manchester of Japan.” 

More serious than the decline of poetry has 
been the rapid decline in commercial morality, 
due to the unscrupulors greed of certain 
business men, end a corrnption in the legisla- 
ture and in various branches of the public 
service—alwazs excepting the army and navy- 
which, being officered as a rule by men who still 
possess a good deal of the old Samnrai spirit of 
contempt for money, are so far incorruptible. 
The restraints urder which the old Samurni 
lived, led as such restraints often do to the 
predaction of a high and striking type 
cf character, but now these restraints have all 
beou removed and replaced by a fear of poverty 
—the only hell a Japinese child kuows—and a 
desire for success and riches—a Japanese 
child's only heaven. I mean*that the tendency 
of the present system of education is to make 
a child regard poverty as synonymous with hell 
aud riches-as sxynopymous with heaven; but 
needlers to say the work of venturies of abnega- 
tion and restra.nt cannot te undone ina day, 
and the Japanese child still occupies a high 
rank among the children of the world. Tuere 
are Japanese meh also, like. the late Mr, 
Fukuzawa, the great edneativnist, whose dis- 
interested devotion to a lofty ideal would do 
honour to any country. 

‘'wo events that igtely occurred show in a 
striking manner how far this rot has eatun i:s 
way into the country. I refer to the stiugyle 
in the House of Representatives and to what is 
With re- 
gard to the first, it is a melarcholy fact that the 
Legis ature ia Japan is notorious for its corrup- 
tiop. I need not remind your readers that the 
Opposition lately rejected the{Land ‘lax Contin- 
uavon measnre of the Government. ‘I'he latter 
prorogued the House twice, with the object, it 
is said—according to a rumour which is 
evideutly accepted as a fact by the Japan Tintes 
—of buying a majority. Commenting on this 
affair, the paper which 1 have just quoted 
says that if the Government gains sixty 
* tarn-ecats”’ by ils procees of “ liquefaction ” 
of memters,. that weuld be by no means 
sufficient io enable it to gain a victory. 
And what is this “liquefaction”? “In plain 
English,” says the Japan Timea, it “is nothing 
This serious charge 
agninst the Government ix made in no hesitating 
way. “The oligarobical form of Government 
has,” says tre Tokyo journal, “ good points of 
its own as well as bad ones, and of its evil 
features the worst it undoubtedly its pronenees 
to fall back on the corruptive practice in ques- 
{ion. This trefficking in votes is certainiy not 
unknown even in the West. But cccssions for 
having recourse to this underband branch of 
politics in order to remove a deadlock betweou 
the Government tnd the Opposition are far less 
those in countries than in ona like ours, where 
cabinet the stands on an oligarchical basis.” 

THE SCHOOL-BOCK SCANDAL, 

Even more disgraceful than the corruption 
of the Cegislature is what is known-as “ The 
School-Bovk Scandal," a subject iwhich is 
exciting wide-spread intercst in Japan at the

The people are now 
possessed, accordin: tothe Asahi, by a veritible 
thania for riches, a mania wLich they are prepared 
to gratify by anysnd every means, this low 
ambition hes affected the very core of tho 
nation, and the accumuiated corruption has now 
burst forth in the shape of scandals «f : Il 
sorts, such as thore about the state forest, 
those about the school-books, and others too 
numerous {o mention. The A ahi—which is 
the most thoughtful of a'l tho metropolitan | 
dailies—emphatically declares that, unless this 
tide of corruption is checked, Japan will, in 
spite of her recent extraordinary growth, find 
herself collapse some day all of a sudden, us 
a big tree with a rotten core is liuble to go 
down before the first strorig storm. 

The dsahia view of the question is similar 
to that taken by all the leading Japanese 
In a signed article published a few days! 
ago by the Jiji, Baron Iwaeaki also points 
out that during her marvellous progress of, 
tha last thirty years Japan has been too 
rouch absorbed in adopting the material side of 
Western civilisation to pay any attention to 
the spiritual side or even to keep up her 
indigenoug code of morals, which has conse- 
quently been thrown aside. Taking into account 
the extent of her resources, she has, in this 
eminent finaucier’s vpinion, virtually reached 
the utmost limit of her material progress; but 
this progress must be regarded as resting on 
an extromely precarious foundation. 1t may 
even be compared to a house built on sand, 


_while the progress of Western civilisation may 


be compared to house built on bed-reck. Every 
faithful subject of Japan must be filled with grave 
apprehensions about the future of his country 
and should endeavour to strengthen, to the best 
of his ability, the basis on which the country’s 
prosperity is based. “It is the decay of the 
old social order and code of morals and the 
absence of any substitute that is the greatest 
danger to Japan now:and in the future.” 


Viceroy Chang Chih-tuog, according to a 
Peking telegram of the 2nd inst., has advised 
the Government that he has directed the Gover- 
nor of Fohkien to make investigation as to the 
amount of =e of the Japanese and German 
syndicates which are seeking to obtain conces- 
sions for the construction of a railway between 
Wuchang and Foochow.

1HE COMING OPENING, 

Among the treaty ports scheduled to be 
opened next year is this capital city of Anhwei 
provi-oe. There are already apparent a few 
indications of the changers that mxy then be 
expected in this vicinity. About a mile of the 
river baok below the pagoda and the eastern 
subucb of the city has been bought up by a 
few wealthy mandarine, who hope to dispose of 
it at a handsome profit tothe foreigners when 
the yort is opened. They have mapped out a 
broad boulevard, jast along the river bank and 
txtending the whole lenzth of the tract, and 
have plauted frees along it to enhauce its value. 
The result of the latter venture, however, has 
been rather discouraging, as most of the trees 
disappeared in a very short time—probably in 
smok: from the neighbouring hovels. But the 
broad stretch of land and the boulevard still 
await the arrival cf the foreigner. ; 

THE KA'FENG-NANGKIN RAILROAD 
is another. topic of iute es’.in Mandarin circles 
here. Mention of it has heen already made 
in your colamns. It is being planned by a 
syndicate of wealthy natives of this province, 
but does not seem as yet to have assumed any 
definite shape. As it wonld pass through a 
very productive and «xtensive region, with 
no navigable waterways, it shonld afford an 
excellet investment. 

A COUPLE (F 8TEAM LAUNC IES, 
owned, it is said, by a wealthy native, have for 


, several mouths becn plying regularly between 


Nangkin and ‘Vatuog, aad are doing a thriving 
busiuess. When they were first st.rted, the 
sto y govs, they were fire! upon hy the native 
boat-hongsat Tatuog, whese tradethey diverted. 
Next trip they flew the American flag and hava 
since mot with no further tronble. Certain it 
is that they fly the Stars and Stripes, but 
whether lawfully or unlawfully your correspond- 
ent does not know. 

ONE OR TWO MINING SYNDICATES 
under Euglish direction have obtained impor- 
tant concessions with a view to developing the 
coal, copper, and otter miueral deposits that 
are thought to abound in this part of the 
province. Mining has been already com- 
menced near 'latung, but is still in the experi- 
mental stages. With tue Chinese caution, 
the right to build a railroad to same mineral 
deposits in the interior has been granted on the 
express condition that no passengers or freight 
traffic shall be undertaken. Meantime the 
crude native mining seems to have been pretty 
generally stopped by the officials, but for what 
reason, opinions differ. Certainly the coal 
obtainable in tue city this winter is as execrable 
as it is scarce. 

OUR PRESENT GOVERNOR, NIEH, 

who goes to Hangchow in the spring, hss been 
quite energetic during his year’s stay here. 
‘Thousands of soldiers were employed during 
the sammer months in excavating a deep canal 
six miles long just to the west of the city, which 
will facilitate the native junk traffic no little. 
The Provincial Mint, quiescent for many‘yeare, 
has been refitted and is flooding the province 
with handsome ten-cash pieces. When first 
issued they bora the legend, one seo. This 
soon changed to one cent, ani finally be- 
came completely anglicised as ten cash. 
They are thus far freely circulated at par. 
One of the Governor's improvements, very 
recently undertaken, has been the digging 
of a score or more of large public: wells, at 
intervals throughont the city, and the cleansing 
and repair of the public sewers, which were in 
a wretched condition of neglect. Singularly 
enough, this was one of the few -cities in Mid- 
China that ‘Almost, if not quite, escaped the 
cholera epidemic of last summer. 

With the opening of the port, Nangkin 
seems likely to gain considerably a3 a mission 
centre. At present the Roman Catholics, 
China Inland, and American Church Missions 
divide the field; but ramour says that the 
Ameriean Mothodists and Christian Missions 
pent soon to open work here.—N.-C. Daily

I 
should, however, mention that this agency has 
now been withdrawn.

His Lordship sa‘d that iu a case of that kind 
the Attorney-General had the same powers as 
a grand jury in England ond he had practically 
thrown out the bill, Therefore it only remain- 
ed to deal with the recognisances. He thought 
they had better ve discharged and that would 
be an end of the matter. ,

THE SHIP 8TREST TRAGEDY. 

Chirutaso Matsumoto, a Japanese, was charged 
with haviug, on 26th December, in Ship Street 
murdered a Japanese woman. 

He ple-ded not guilty, aud was defended by 
Mr. H. N. Ferrers, barrister-at-law. 

The following jury was empinelled :—Messrs. 
J. Wacker, E. M. Hazeland, W. Farmer, -Fuog 
Ku Shau, F. J. V. Jorge, Li Wai Ching and 
A. Neilson. " 

The Attorney-General in his opening state- 
ment said that the accused wasa Japanese subject 
charged with murdering a person who was either 
his wife or his woman. . ‘Che facts were very short 
and simple aud left no duubt as to the gnit of 
the prisoner. It app-ared that no Sunday, 21st 
December, atout 10 o'clock in the morning the 
deceased woman was in the brothel in which she 
was living and had been living for some con- 
siderable time previously. Un that morning | 
the prisoner visited her. The other inmates of 
the house (who would be called) heard a noise in 
oneof thecubiclesinto which the place wasdivided. 
They were attracted by this noise and on going 
to tbe cubicle they siw deceased lying on 
the floor and the prisoner—s«me said stamp- 
ing on her; others, striking her; and others 
jumping on her. When the other girls 
appeared, they said, the accused ceased the 
assault upoa the woman and then went into the 
kitchen on the ground floor of the next bouse 
and lay duwn on a bouch there pretending to 
be drunk. The girls found the decazsed woman 
bleeding at the mouth. They tried to revive 
her, and seut for a Japanese doctor who foand 
that she was dead. Then the police were culled 
in and the prisoner was arrested.) 

Several of the Jap nese girls who live in 
the house were examined and told: in effect 
how they wer attracted by o ncise from one 
of the cubicles and on guing there found the | 
prisoner jumping on and striking the deceased | 
who was lying on the floor. When they appear- | 
ed he desisted and went away. They attempted 
to revive the woman bat when the doctor arrived 
he said she was dead. Une of the witnesses 
stat d that when they all went into the room 
and told the prisoner to stop assaulting her, the

me.” P 
In cross-examiuation by Mr. Ferrers, the 
fact wes elicited that the deceared woman was:

Dr, Hunter doposed that he made a post- 
mortem examination of tha body of the deceased . 
woman. The cause of death was intracerebral. 
hemorrhage, du@to very severe injuries to the 
head from a blow or blows; there.was considerable- 
bruising on the head and alarge bruise over the 
lumbar region. : 

Evidence of a formal character was after-- 
wards called. - 

For the defence it was stated that tle- 
deceased woman was the wife of the prisoner. 
She Fan away from him in Formosa and came. 
to Hongkong. He threw up his employment 
and shipped here. after her as carpénter on a 
steamer. When he found her in this brothel 
in Ship Street he gave her $50 to pay ber debts. 
and get her out of the place to go back and live — 
with him. Then he had to go away with his. 
ship. On his return he went to get her out of 
the brothel bat found that she had spent the 
mney which he had given to her to pay her 
debts. She refusad to go with him, and in the 
result the assault was committed. ; 

Mr. Ferrers in addressing the jury on behalf 
of the prisoner said that the latter had admitted 
all along that he caused the injuries which 
caused the woman’s death, but‘ contended that- 
he did not go to the brothel with any intention 
of killing this woman, who was his wife, but 
that he was angered at the time by the refusal 
of his wife to leave the brothel. _The jury had - 
to take into consideration the question of 
provocation, especially in view of the certain 
amonot of authority that was allowed the hus- 
band among Eastern p:oples. 

His Lordship, intervening, reminded the- 
learned counsel that while in some Eastern 
nations the husband did exercise’ a great 
authority, this case must be judged accord- 
ing to English law which laid it down

It was quite 
true that under the English law it had at one 
time been permitted a husband to beat his wife 
with a stick of a certain thickness—no thicker 
than his thamh—but that was im semi-barbarous.

Chui Chong was put io the box on acharge of 
haviag on 27th Decembar set fire to a dwelling- 
housa at 318, Qaeen's Road West. 

He pleaded not guilty, aad was defended by 
Mr. &. EL. Sharp, K.C., instracted by Mr. J. 
8. Harston, solicitor. 

Ths followiug jury was emptnelled :— Messrs. 
H. Scharenbarg, T. Binks, Fung Kua Shan, 
Abmet Rumjahn, J. M. Noronha, A Nilsson 
and W. Goatz 

Tho Attorney-General, Hon. Sir Henry S. 
Barksley, who appsared for the Crown 
(instructed by Mr. I. B. L. Bowley, Crown 
Solicitor) stated in opening ths case that the 
prissner was charged with having beon con: 
cerned with others in setting fire to tho house 
in question. The Crow: wouli undertike to 
preve the charge on circumst intial eviden ss. 
that was to ssy, bv addac:ng to the jury a sot 
of facts connected with the prisoner from which, 
th« jury might reasonably draw an inferencs 
of his guilt. The facts the Crown had to rely 
upon were these: He iu company with another 
man, wh) was implicated in a soonnd charg: of 
arson, was occupying a room of the honss 3°83 
Queen's Roal West oa 27th Dacomber last 
‘fey liad been in ocupatio 1 of that room for 
some short time p-eviously. Taney reuted theic 
room—a first-floor room—ferom Cuui Chung 
who occupied the basemont or xround floor, for 
the purpose of using it in their trade of box- 
making. He would direct the attenticu of the 
jury to the similarity of the family names of 
the prisoner and the man from whom the 
room was rented. Prisoner's nams was Chui 
Chong. The name of the man who rented 
them the room was Chui Chung, Th) n me 
Chu‘—-the fimity nama—iwas common to both 
The importauce of thix connection was that the 
ground floor was occupied as a spiril-shop and 
was insure t for $3.00 !, and evilance would bs 
g.ven to show that the value of the articles in 
that shop was very small. Iu other words, by 
this fire the owne: of the shop on the ground 
floor was to get $3,00..-On the night of ths 
26th. it would b: proved, tho prisoner an l his 


‘partner otcapist this reom on the first floor 


and the fire originafel in the ruon. About 
225 0n th moruing of the 27th a Chinese ooa- 
stable from information ricsivel was going 
towards that quitter of th» Lowa when ho. saw 
amwo runuing out from thy veranlah of No. 
318 in what he describsd as a suspicious min- 
ner. That man was id-n‘ifsl as the prisoners 


_ partner ia occupying tua room on the first floor. 


Almost immediately aft r the ficst man had 
ruo out ani disappeared up th» street the oon- 
stable siw the prisones ruuning from the stairs 
of the sam) hous; and arrasted hin. Upoa baiag - 
geizsi, tha pri over sill in alow voios that the 
accountant’s offisa a1 th» first flor was 01 fire. 


‘The constable was in plain cloties so that it 


waa reasonibl> to suppose that ths prisoaer did 
not kaow thit he was a constable. Tho can- 
stable weat upstairs to the first floor, still hold- 
ing the prisoner, and fuand smok» comiug frou 
the room there. He took the prisoner lo No. 7 
Police Station and gave the alarm of fire. At 
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the station, prisoner was exainined and his hands 
and clothes were found to be smelling strongly 
of kerosene. The theory put forwaid by tho 
prosecution was that the prisoner had thrown , 
kerosené about the room for the purfose of 
causing a fire. The defence explained that ié 
got.on -his hands because he used kerosene with 
which to wash off. the paint or varnish among 
which he worked oll day asa boxmaker. Bat 
there was fresh kerosene on his hands and- 
clothes and this was at half-past two in the 
morniog. His under-jacket also was damp with 
kerosene. On this man being taken to the 
polica station a European constablp (P. C. 
1 edge) ran to the hoosa and went upstairs. 
The smoke was then so dense: that he could 
not get into the firat floor. Ho went on the 
second floor and found nobody there. Then 
he came down and found in the shop on the 
ground floor eome Chinese, who ran out 
when he gave the alarm. ‘The jury would 
see that almost simultaneously with the ran- 
ning out of these two men; from tho house 
fire broke out; that these facts pointed to arson 
was what the prosecution ‘contended. The 
defence set up tha csck-and-bull story—or 
rather the cat-and-lsmp story—thal the 
prisoner was asle -p and was awakenad by haaring 
cals fighting ; and that the cats knocked over 4 
lamp and thereby caused the fire. The cat-and- 
lamp story would not do, This house was of 
three stories. Thq owner of the spirit-shop 
rented the whole bouse, and upon this fact con- 
siderable importance must be placed. This man 
sub-let the room on tha first floor to the prisouer 
and his partaer as boxmikers. The theory tho 
Crown pnt forward ws that tho  prizoner 
and his partner and the other man Chui 
Chung were all cguceraed in buroing this bouse 
down in o.der that the owner of the wine- 
stop should get $1,0)0 insurauo) 
His Lordship comm -nted that th ro was no 
charge of conspiracy, - 

The Attornoy-Gan?ral repliel that there was 
not, for th: reasou that the kseper of the wine- 
shop ha‘ cleared out. 

His Lovdship said he made the remark 
because in the very lust case of the kiad raporte.l 
from Englanl he saw that two men were 
charge] with oonspiracy. That was ao very 
convanient method of dealing with o cas: and 
put the whole thing int? ons. 

The Altorn-y-Gsnera’ siid that wou'd havo 
beon done bad they bova able to get hold of the 
other man Chui Cinng. In conclusion ho said 
he would prove t> the ju-y that tho boxmokiog 
business carriol on by ths prisoner and his 
pirtner hid only bon in that house some 
twenty diys bsfors the tire occurred.

Through Hidden Shensi. By Francis H. 
NicHous, London, George Newnea, Ld. 
In this book Mr. Nichols has given to the 
world one of the moxt entertaining and read- 
able itineraries tlat have ever bean written 
by a traveller in China. That it bas any 
farther value than as such we very muc 
question, although its pretensions apparently 
extend beyond this limit. Mr. Nichola how: ve 
enjoys tho distinction of being ore of the few 
white writing-men who have -penetrated into 
remote Shensi, the Province of China siluated 
in the extreme corner of tho barricaded 
North-West. The reason of h‘s visit: to 
China was that the Christian Herald of New 
York lad raised a fend for the sufferers 
from the famine in Shensi.and had cab'ed thd 
money to the only missionary in the provinge, 
Mr. Vancan of Hsian. As agent of the fun 
the author was sent to Uhina to investigate 
fam‘ne conditions and report-upon them. As 
he sys, he thought that’ m sant nothing more 
than a few days journey. from Peking, but 
discovered that the 750 miles that lie 
between the Capital and the seat of the 
fimine constituted as great an interval of 
silence as the distance between the Far

Cantonese Apothegms, By the Rev, H. J. 
$ evens, London Missionary Society. Can- 
ton, BE, Shing. 

PusiisaEn at the small price of $1.50, Mr. 
Stevens's collection of Cantonese apothegms, 
classified, translated and commented upon by 
himéelf, with assistance from two Chineso geu- 
tletifen, should, as the author hopes, prove 
intetesting 10 the general reader and helpful te 
-the student of Cantonese. Perhaps with qu ta- 
tions, for which unfortunatelyfwe have no space 
it would be difficult to give a beter idea of the 
acopa of the book than by mentioning eome of 
the various headings under which the sayings 
and proverbs are grouped. Among these are :— 
Customs; Feasts; Foods; Foreigners; Gam- 
bling; Law:uits; Medic:ne; Weather; Worship. 
Mr. Stevens's method is to give the apothegm 
first in its Chinese characters, next in a 
Romanisation after Dr. Eitel's system, thirdly 
in a literal translation, and lastly in a free 
translation. Theu he appends an explanation of 
the obscure points. The reader, therefore, can- 
not complain that he is not given considerable 
insight into -the constraction and meaning of 
every saying quoted in the book, Speaking on 
behalf of the general reader, wo must o nfess to 
finding the little collection most agreeably enter- 
taining and we can commend it to all interested 
in things Chinese. The printing is very credit- 
ubly done and the book is serviceably tound.

ing from the bridge to the city, near the 
halfway tea-houso, and in spite of the best 
endeavours of the authorities to check the con- 
flagration, nearly 100 houses were burnt down 
before it could be got under.—The two Foochow 
griffins sent down for the Amoy Race Meetirg 
distinguished themselves, Blanemange having 
won the Haekwan Cup, 1 mile, and Calibre the 
Chaasze Cup. 14 mile,—The usual Monthl 
Cup competition of tle Foochow Gun Club 
took place on Green Island on Wednesday and 
resulfed in a very close finish, Mr. G. L 
Greig headed the score, and is now the holder 
of the Cup for the second time. 

The Japanese Gazette Oficial announces that 
Dr. Ishigami Toru, head of the Osaka Vaccine 
Lymph Laboratory, bas discovered the germ of 
small-pox. Ur. Ishigami, who is a pupil of Dr. 
Kitasato, has been engaged in this investiyation 
since 1893,. with intermi-sions. In 189; he 
gave up the work owing to pressure of 
official duties, but having been appointd, in 
1896, a teacher in the Naval College, he obtained 
access to the necessary instrumerits, and resumed 
his efforts, changing his line of enquiry. An- 
other interruption occurred from a similar cause, 
and not until 1898, when he was appointed head 
of the Osaka Vaccine Lymph Laboratory, could 
he devote himeclf again to ‘study. Two years 
later he found a microscopic green bacil'ns in 
the pus of the disease, and subsequent experi- 
ments skowed him that this animalcule iy not 
only the pe cause of sm .ll-pox, but also that 
associated with it is- another bacillus which is 
‘extensively present in ekip-diseas's of animals 
and humeu beings, He separated the two and 
succeeded in cultivating them so as to obtain 
clear proof that ongis the germ of small-pox. 
He has prepared an accurate account of his 
investigations and their result, appending a 
drawing of the bzcillus. 

The followiug items are from the Manilu
